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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach in combination as claimed, a method of determining 
air humidity with a capacitance moisture sensor including charging and/or discharging the 
moisture measuring element by way of a second measuring resistor. The value of the second 
measuring resistor is different from the value of the first measuring resistor. Where a second 
time constant or a second period duration of the charging and/or discharging operation is 
determined. This improves the level of measuring accuracy with a conventional capacitive 
moisture-measuring element.
